In the English schools of the lowest 
grade there is a class of drudges known as pupil- 
teachers. They are mainly girls from thirteen 
to sixteen in age, who are employed in teaching 
the elements of reading, writing and arithmetic. 
There are about thirteen thousand of these 
pupil-teachers in English schools supported by 
local taxation. 

This system of having children as teachers 
has not worked well. It was cheap and reduced 
expenses. It was cheap also in quality and 
efficiency. 

A parliamentary committee has recently con- 
demned the system, and proposed vasious 
measures for reforming it. It has advised the 
Education Department to raise the age of the 
child-teacher from thirteen to fifteen, and in 
the course of a few years to make it sixteen. It 
has also proposed a system of training teachers 
for primary work. England is far behind 
America in methods of primary instruction. 

The Orleans family in France has 
always been famous for its small economies. 
King Louis Philippe was sneered at in his time 
as a man “who counted his pennies.” His 
descendants also have the reputation of being 
penurious in the use of their ample wealth. 

The head of the house is the Duc d’Orléans, 
who would be king if the monarchy were restored. 
His recent manifesto respecting the Dreyfus 
affair confirms the popular view of the family 


‘failing. Instead of sending it to the headquarters 


of his party in Paris by a messenger empowered 
to have it printed as a poster and placarded 
where every one could see it, he put it in an 
ordinary envelope and posted it by mail at the 
expense of five cents without warning his agents 
by telegraph of his intentions. 

In consequence of his bad management the 
manifesto was only placarded in a few places, 
and was laughed at wherever it was read. He 
was ridiculed by the boulevard wits as a Pre 
tender, who could not afford to spend more than 
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a five-cent stamp even when a throne was in 
sight. 

There was the same kind of wit in Louis 
Philippe’s time. ‘The blind beggar, into whose 
hat the smallest French coin was thrown by a 
bystander, exclaimed: “That must have been 
an Orleans prince!” AJl Paris was stirred with 
merriment when the story was told in print. 

In New York and other cities the public 
authorities are hotly blamed for the inadequacy 
of school accommodations, and the building of 
new schoolhouses presses hard upon the reluctant 
appropriations, especially in wards where the 


population is rapidly increased by immigration. 
Often it is necessary to hire extra rooms. In| 


Boston there has been at least one instance 
where a new schoolroom was opened and imme- 
diately filled by children who had not been two 





months in America. Our climate hardly permits 
us to adopt a custom of the smaller towns of 
Greece, where the children often sit on benches 


in the open air, under the shade of a tree—from | 


which the teacher can easily cut a switch. The 
young Turk not only commits the Koran in an 
out-of-door school, but learns to write on the 
ground, using his finger or a stick in place of pen 
or pencil.

The Land of Mystery. 


VERY one who is not of Chinese birth is 
excusable for not knowing what is going 
on in that mysterious but fascinating 

empire. It is hard to believe that even one 
Chinese can understand the course of events. 

The chief fact in its recent political history is 
that the former empress, who ruled as regent 
most of the time from 1861 until 1889, has 
resumed the power, and the young emperor, 
born in 1871, has abdicated, or was deprived of 
his authority. Perhaps, also, he has been 
murdered. It is remarkable that in a country 
where daughters are regarded almost as a pest, 
and sons are the only children desired, a woman 
should have not merely held the virtual sover- 
eignty for so long, but taken it back again when 
she thought things were going wrong. 

The empress, Tse-chi, whose name sounds 
almost like a sneeze, became regent in 1861, 
while her son, Tung-chi, was a minor. She 
retired when he married and entered on his 
reign; but when he dismissed the prime minis- 
ter, Prince Kung, she practically drove him 
from the throne, and reigned again. 

Tung-chi died suddenly in 1875, without 
having designated his heir—for in China the 
emperor nominates any member of his family of 
a younger generation to succeed him. The two 
dowager empresses chose the present emperor,

ereignty in 1889. 

‘There have been several indications lately of a 
reforming tendency in the government, and the 
introduction of Western ideas into the Chinese 
civilization. It seems to have been the imperial 
decrees issued for such reforms that caused the 
revolution. One account says that the last 
straw, as it were, was laid on the camel’s back 
when the emperor appeared one day in European 
clothing. 

It was published, on the authority of the 
dowager empress, that the emperor wished her 
to relieve him. What the emperor really wished 
is not known. But significant hints were given 
out that the emperor might soon die. What that 
means any one could guess. Since then there 
have been reports, not confirmed at the time we 
write,—indeed, they are officially denied,—that 
he has committed suicide. 

The contradictory and confused accounts of 
what has taken place do not allow one to write 
the history of the revolution. Indeed, Chinese 
customs are such that the truth about the over- 
turn may never be known.

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Spanish Prisoners. 


OME few Americans found opportunity to 
talk with Admiral Cervera’s sailors, who 
were for several weeks imprisonéd at 

Seavey’s Island, Maine. The effect of these con- 
versations upon the Americans was, uniformly, 
to inspire sympathy for the Spaniards themselves, 
aod to encourage a more hopeful view of the 
future of Spain. 

Most of the prisoners proved to be conscripts, 
forced into the navy because they could not pay 
three hundred dollars to buy exemption. Natu- 
rally there was no “heart” in their fighting. 
They hated their own oppressive government, 
and they felt no bitterness toward the men it 
had sent them out to kill. Many of them would 
have been glad to remain in this country. All of 
them learned to respect it. 

The thoughtful generosity with which these 
prisoners were treated taught them a lesson in 
civilization. They are certain to impart it to 
their friends at home. An American who has 
lived in Spain for many years assures us that 
Spaniards will heed and profit by it. 

For years past, more than forty American 
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girls and women have been working, as teachers 
and missionaries, among the Spanish girls and 
women. It is significant that these trained 
observers unanimously agree that “Spain will 
have a future’’—that many of the common people 
aspire toward a more enlightened and righteous 
life, national and social, and that within the 
present generation substantial progress has been 
made. 

The returning prisoners will add “a little 
leaven” of wholesome stimulus. Prisoners though 
they were, they must have perceived that at the 
very foundation of American greatness are the 
qualities of magnanimity and self-control.

HIS floating statement can hardly be verified 
by exact figures, yet it is likely to be quite 
within the bounds of truth. Ask the first 

ten rich men you meet how many dollars they 
had at twenty-one, or when they pushed out into 
the world; probably eight of the ten will reply 
that they were empty-handed, and dependent on 
their own exertions. Perhaps they were office- 
boys, chore-boys, newsboys, or the like; the 
foundations of their fortunes were laid in small 
earnings, small savings, small spendings. 

If not too modest, they might add that they 
worked upward by making themselves useful— 
in some cases indispensable—to their employers ; 
and that by deserving the confidence of others, 
they acquired confidence in themselves. But 
always there was personal force exercised, 
coupled with clear intelligence. 

But how many of the ten have won their 
wealth by fair means? How many by crooked 
practices, by cunning fraud or cruel crowding? 
This is another and more serious matter. Some 
men become rich by enterprises which increase 
the common wealth, and by creating industrial 
opportunities for others, confer vast benefits 
upon mankind. Some get rich by impoverishing 
their fellows, and making it harder for thousands 
to win honest bread. 

Does not the same, to a degree, hold true of 
our smaller possessions? The question of honest 
or dishonest getting is behind the poor man’s 
dollar as well as back of the rich man’s thou- 
sands. The character of men cannot be measured 
by their success or failure in money-making. 

Nevertheless, there is a gratifying and hopeful 
outlook. It is found in the fact that only a small 
percentage of our population acquire large 
wealth. Millions who begin with little or nothing 
are living in comfortable competence on the 
means gained with credit to themselves, and 
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National Animosities. 


ITH a single conspicuous exception, 
modern wars have left no abiding ani- 
mosities between the nations engaged in 

them. In 1854 France joined England in making 
war against Russia, but to-day France and Russia 
are warm friends and allies. 

In 1866, Austria was defeated by Prussia in 
the “Seven Weeks’ War,” yet for years the 
participants in that struggle have been members 
of the Triple Alliance. 

The war with Russia in 1877 deprived Turkey 
of a large part of her territory, and left her with 
financial obligations not yet settled. Neverthe- 
less, Russians do not now hate Turks, nor Turks 
Russians because of it. 

China and Japan, Greece and Turkey, lately 
enemies, are friendly to-day. Between Spain 
and the United States, as the Companion 
has already remarked, there is no deep-seated 
resentment. 

The one conspicuous exception is found in the 
case of France and Germany. Time has not 
healed the wound caused by Germany’s act in 
taking Alsace and Lorraine. When the tsar 
made his recent proposal of disarmament, the 
instant reply of the French was, “What about 
Alsace and Lorraine?” 

Yet France and Germany acted together in 
diminishing Japan’s exactions from China, and 
if the statesmen of both countries are prudent, 
even this feud may die out.

Hurricanes Foretold. 


HE weather service of the government costs 
little more than it cost fifteen years ago. 
But its scope has greatly increased. It 
displays storm-signals for mariners at four times 
as many stations now as then. It sends its 
daily forecasts to six times as many places, and 
it has added entirely new lines of service, such 
as the collection of reports of crop conditions, 
and the regular reporting of river conditions and 
the forecasting of floods. 
By means of. more numerous stations and 
better applianees, it is able to take a longer look 
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into the future, and to add to its daily forecasts 
long-range predictions of weather for two or 
three days ahead. 

The latest extension of the work of the bureau 
is a special hurricane service. Stations have 
been established at various points in the West 
Indies to collect information by which to give 
warning of those destructive hurricanes which 
sweep up from the West Indies in September 
and October. 

The efficiency of this service was demonstrated 
in the case of the hurricane which did so much 
damage in Barbados, St. Vincent and St. Lucia 
early in September. The approach of that 
hurricane was detected twenty-four hours in 
advance, through observations at Martinique 
and ‘Trinidad. 

Immediate warning was sent to all menaced 
points, and the course of the storm predicted. 
Vessels were thus restrained from putting to sea 
and the loss of life and property was less than it 
otherwise would have been.

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Magnanimous. 


ING Willem III. of the Netherlands, the 
father of the young Queen Wilhelmina, 
married a second time when he was well- 

advanced in life; and in order to please his 
amiable young wife, purchased a very beautiful 
service of Sevres porcelain for ordinary use in the 
palace. 

As it was costly, he wished to have it preserved, 
and accordingly gave orders that any servant who 


‘should break or injure one of the pieces might 


expect immediate dismissal. 

One day a servant went to the young queen 
greatly distressed. He had broken one of the 
delicate teacups. He had been in the king’s 
service for many years, and was heart-broken 
over what seemed to him the prospect of being 
dismissed in disgrace. 

The queen tried to comfort him by suggesting 
that the cup could be mended, as it was a clean 
break, and the two edges could be put together 
with cement. The servant shook his head, and 
remarked that his majesty had a sharp eye, and 
would be certain to detect the crack in the cup at 
once. 

The queen told him to mend it as well as he 
could, and to be careful to serve the cup to her 
that afternoon in the king’s presence at tea-time. 
The servant followed her directions, and with 
trembling hand filled it with tea and served her. 
The queen turned aside, drank the tea, and rising 
suddenly from her chair, let the cup fall upon the 
floor, where it was broken into fragments. 

“Think of me as one of the most awkward of 
your majesty’s servants,” she said, with humility. 
“T have broken one of your precious Sévres cups. 
You must discharge me at once. I don’t deserve 
to remain in your service.” 

The arbitrary old king was amused by her 
demure manner, and considered the accident a 
very good joke. The poor servant, standing 
behind the tray, cast a grateful look in the direc- 
tion of the queen who had protected him. He 
remained in the service of the king, who never 
learned the truth about the broken cup. 

The consideration which Queen Emma displayed 
for the feelings of a servant was a proof of her 
kindness of heart. After the king’s death she 
became regent during the minority of the young 
Queen Wilhelmina, and won the confidence and 
sympathy of her Dutch subjects by her unfailing 
tact and amiability. 
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The Professor’s Downfall. 


HERE has not been in the last few years a 
more dramatic illustration of the perversion 
of the moral nature under the influence of 

the spirit of revenge than that which has occurred 
in one of the well-known colleges of the country. 
The name of the college and the name of the 
criminal have already been given too much prom- 
inence in the daily press, and we will not mention 
them. 

In 1893 a brilliant graduate of one of our leading 
universities was appointed instructor in ethics 
and logic in a smaller college. The young man 
began with great promise. He had made a most 
remarkable reputation in his college, and had 
taken a special course in the theological seminary. 
He had won enviable scholastic distinction and 
reward as a student of the science of reasoning, 
and it seemed as if no one could be better able to 
teach students the difference between right and 
wrong in human conduct than he. 

After three years’ teaching, the president of the 
college decided that he would have to dispense 
with the services of the young professor. His 
method of teaching was not satisfactory, and he 
was notified that he would not be reappointed. 

The announcement inflamed the young logician. 
Thinking he was right in his methods, and that the 
president was wrong, he conceived the idea that 
the president was jealous of his success, and was 
therefore trying to vt rid of him. This idea 
completely mastered him, and from that hour he 
determined to ruin the man he considered his 
enemy. 

In the meanwhile he was dismissed from his 
chair by the board of trustees, and left the town 
His insubordination before he left ruined his 
reputation, so that he could not obtain employ- 
ment anywhere else asateacher. Imagining that 
the president was still working against him, bi 
hatred for the dignitary increased. He began tv 
plan a series of revenges. He first purposed t 
burn the great college hall that had been erecte: 
at an expense of three hundred thousand dollars 
arguing that the president would be held respon 
sible for the fire. 

This building he fired one winter night, and no 
one suspected him. Only one wing was burned, 
and the fire was thought to be due to some 
student’s carelessness. Balked in his purpose, 
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the vindictive man successively ruined the chapel 
organ, cut the class vines on the building, threw 
hymn-books and Bibles in the well, spread tar on 
the chapel seats, and perpetrated a series of such 
petty and malignant atrocities that it seemed as if 
only a maniac could have done them. The design 
of all these acts was to injure the president by 
showing that he was not popular with the students, 
and could not control them. 

An investigation was set on foot, and the profes- 
sor was suspected. He was arrested, and within 
a week confessed enough to send him to state 
prison for twenty years. In his confession he 
said: 

“J thought I was doing the college a good by 
having the president removed. I considered him 
a hypocrite, and thought he ought to go.” 

But when he spoke of the desecration of the 





chapel, he burst into sobs. “To think,” he said, 
“that I could desecrate the pulpit at which I| 
used to pray and the Bible I used to read to the 
boys! God will never forgive me for doing this.” | 

The pitiful history of moral destruction just 
related shows what comes of taking a single evil 
passion into the soul. One such example should 
be warning enough.

WOUNDS. 


HE rendering of “first aid’ to 
a wounded person calls espe- 
cially for the exercise of two 
qualities — coolness and 
common sense. The 
sight of blood is very 
apt to terrify the in- 
experienced, but it 
should be remem- 
bered that in the case 
of all except the most 
extensive wounds, the 
escape of blood is 
seldom so rapid that 
it cannot be stopped before the injured person is 
in any real danger of bleeding to death. 

Even if the wounded person should faint there 
is no cause for despair, for that is often the very 
best thing that can happen, as then the pressure 
of the blood within the arteries is reduced and the 
hemorrhage will not improbably cease spontane- 
ously. 

The first duty of the amateur surgeon is to 
expose the wound to view by cutting away the 
clothing, if necessary. The next thing to do is to 
stop the bleeding, if it is profuse enough to be 
alarming. The third duty of the “first aider” is 
to cleanse the wound, if it contains dust or dirt, 
sticks, or pieces of clothing. 

If the blood is simply oozing from the surface 
of the wound, raising the limb—if it is an arm or 
leg that is injured—and exposing the part to the 
air will usually be all that is necessary. If the 
blood is coming in a spout, showing that an artery 
is injured, pressure directly on the bleeding spot 
with a lead-pencil or the finger, covered with two 
or three layers of a clean handkerchief, will 
generally greatly reduce the flow, if it does not 
arrest it altogether. 

Bending the knee as far as it will go will lessen 
or stop the flow of blood through the artery when 
the wound is in the leg below, and in the same 
way bending the elbow will stop the bleeding 
from a wounded artery in the forearm or hand. 

The bleeding part should never be covered with 
layer upon layer of rags, for they only act as a 
poultice and favor the hemorrhage. If the wound 
is filled with sticks and stones it may be cleansed 
sufficiently for the time being by washing it ina 
stream of water, but it should not be touched 
with the fingers, ff that can be avoided, nor, above 
all, should it ever be wiped with dirty rags. 

If a clot of blood has formed, it must not be 
disturbed Dy washing or in any other way, even 
if the wound Is dirty. In such case all that there 
is to do is to lay a clean folded handkerchief over 
the wound, and keep the patient quiet, with the 
wounded part elevated, if it happens to be an 
arm or a leg, until the doctor comes.
